Glass in formed by a fusion of flint or 


sand and an alkali, generally soda or pot- 
ash. It is remarkable that an article so 
jrittle, should, when heated, become to 
>xc«dingly ductile as to be capable of 
being molded into any and every form 
desired, and drayn out into the finest 
thread. 


Pliny attributes the discovery of glass 


to some Phoenicians who were driven 
sshore near the mouth of the river Be- 
lus, and lighting a fire with kali, a plant 
which grew there abundantly, they no- 
ticed that the sand, when mingled with 
the ashes of this plant, melted into a 
vitreous substance. 


Tyre nnd Sidnn were the first cities 


noted for its manufacture, but the tombs 
uf the Egyptians contaih paintings of 
pl.igs blowers at work; and glass beads 
mid gems are found among the relic*. 


The most celebrated specimen of an- 


tique gla&s U the -Portland vase, found 
in the tomb of Alexander Severus. The 
vase h of deep blue glass; the figures, in 
bas-relief, are of opaque- white, and ex- 
quisitely cut. 


Windows of glass were used as early 


im the fifth century in Italy, but were 
not seen in England until the eleventh, 
and the wtwden shutter and the strained 
linen clmh, continued to be used two or 
three centuries longer by the common 
people. 


The first mirrors were simply discs of 


some hard metal, often of brass nr silver, 
which were highly polished and set in 
some kind of ornamental frame. Of this 
kind were tbe looking glasses out of 
which Moses made the orazen laver for 
the tabernacle. 


Mirrors of glass were first made at 


Venice in 1300, and, judging from (hose 
now in existence, were of very rude con- 
trivance. It was not until 1673 that 
the making of mirror* was introduced 
into England. 


Bohemia and France are both noted 


for their beautiful productions in the 
glass manufacture but the United States 
is fast following in their track, and Eng- 


of its white crystal glass. The Bohemi- 
ans followed the Venetian in many cu- 
rious methods of ornamenting. 


Glass engraving is a beautiful, and, to 


some extent, modern mode of ornament- 
ing. Painting ujion glass had its origin 
in the third century, and soon became 
much used to ornament windows in 
churches. Glass painting is not a lost 
art. 
In modern times glass painting has 


been curried to great perfection at Mun- 
ich.

The people are careless because they are 
confident. They know what they have 
done; they know what they can do. • We 
have seen the people come once-etraight- 
en themselvesand come;whea Julia Ward 
Howe saw it she said: '-Mine eyes have 
teen the glory of the coming of the Lord." 
It liiokediike it. They will come when 
the emergency demands it. 


It is a good thing and quieting to read

"We do solemnly engage and iiromir* 
that we will, to the utmost of nur pow- 
er, at the risk of nur lives and with our 
arms, oppose the hostile proceedings of 
the British fleets and armies against the 
united American Colonies."

lunatic asylums in Germany maintained 
at a recent meeting of physicians that 
much of the notorious increase of insan- 
ity in Germany u attributable to the ex- 
cessive amount of work imposed upon 
the pupiht in the nutinmil schools. 


In order to acquit himself in any way 


creditably, a pupil must, it is calculated, 
in addition to attending punctually and 
working diligently during school hours, 
•work at home at least two hours daily 
when in the'lower classes, three hours 
when in the middle, and four or five 
when in the upper dunes. 


A boy, therefore, of, say sixteen years 


or upward, lias to work in school thirty- 
six hours and nt home twenty-four hours 
a week, or, with the exception of Sun- 
days, for ten bourn every day of the 
week. Several doctor*in'private prac- 
tice, who took ptirt in the di'scugKion 
which followed the reading of the paper, 
also spoke of the increimng frequency 
of morbid irritability in children, the re- 
sult of over-work, which, although it 
might not always drive pupils into the 
lunatic asylum,'of ten lastingly and prej- 
udicially affected their constitutions.

A writer, in urging t'-.e necessity for 


more attention to pliysicial culture, notes 
as a favorable sign the fact that the pule 
and interesting type of female beauty i* 
fast losing its popularity, and that men 
of position and influence are declaring 
for the healthy standard of womanly 
beauty, such as was ever recognised by 
Greece and Borne.

Many homes are still presided over by 
invalid wives and mothers, who furnish 
a constant spectacle of Radneasaud miner? 
to their families and friends, and arc :i 
subject of unlimited expense of their 
husbands. In such homes the greatest 
blessing that could be wished for would 
be the health of the mistress restored; 
but too often it is the one blessing which 
never comes. 


American homes, more than any others 


perhaps, in the world, are saddened by 
sickly women. If this shall be BO no 
longer, it will be a great blessing to the 
nation. And the remedy is simple. 
American men are as strong and healthy 
as men of other nations; there is no good 
reason why American women should not 
be. All that is needed is proper atten- 
tion to dress and exercise. Let women 
dress, as men do, so that their Indies 
shall not be wjueezed and pressed to- 
gether, but have free room for motion, 
and let them go out into the air and sun- 
shine, as men do, and exercise their 
bodies, and the race of American women 
will not become extinct, and it threaten- 
ed to do. On the contrary, it will be 
improved, built up and beautified, and 
the time will shortly come when the 
healthy man will not have to hunt the 
country o\er for a healthy wife. 


We are on the right track now; all 


that is needed is to go ahead—and the 
result will be manifest. Women will 
die to be in fashion; therefore let the 
fashion of female beauty be vigor and 
strength, and all the ladies in the land 
nill be swinging dumb-bells, practicing 
archery, riding on horseback, and walk- 
ing for a wager, but they will be in 
stj le.

Glass is formed by a {union of flint or 


sand and an alkali, generally soda or pot- 
ash. It is remarkable that an article so 
brittle, should, when heated, become m 
exceedingly ductile as to be capable of 
being molded into any and every form 
•desired, and drawn out into the fiuest 
thread. 


Pliny attribute* the discovery of glass 


to some Phoniciarw who were driven 
ashore near the mouth of the river Be- 
lua, and lighting a fire with kali, a plant 
which grew there aSundantly, they no- 
ticed (hat the sand, when mingled with 
the ashea of this plant, melted into a 
vitreous substance. 


Tyre and Sidnn were the first cities 


noted lor its manufacture, but the tombs 
of the Egyptians contain paintings of 
glass blowers at work; and glass beads 
and gems are found among the relics. 


The must celebrated specimen of an- 


tique glass is the Portland vase, found 
in the tomb of Alexander Severus. The 
vase is of deep blue glads; the figures, in 
bas-relief, are of opaque white, and ex 
quisitely cut. 


Windows of glass were used as early 


as the fifth century in Italy, but were 
not seen in England until the eleventh, 
and the wooden shutter and the strained 
linen cloth, continued to be used two or 
three centuries longer by the common 
people. 
> 


The first mirrors were simply discs ol 


Mime hard metal, often of brass or silver, 
which were highly polished and aet in 
some kind of ornamental frame. Of thii 
kind were the looking glasses out ol 
which Moses made the brazen laver for 
the tabernacle. 


Mirrors of glass were first made at 


Venice in 1300, and, judging from those 
now in existence, were of very rude con- 
trivance. It was not until 1673 that 
the making of mirrors was introduced 
into England. 


Bohemia and France are both noted 


for their beautiful productions in the 
glass manufacture but the United States 
is fast following in their track, and Eng- 
land already surpas«esthem in the purity 
of its white crystal glass. The Bohemi- 
ans followed the Venetian in many cu. 
rinus methods of ornamenting. 


Gla*s engraving is a beautiful, and, to 


some extent, modern mode of ornament- 
ing. 
Painting u|>on glass bad its origin 


in the third century, and soon became 
much used to ornament windows in 
churches. Glass painting is not a lost 
jrt. In modern tunes glass painting has 
been carried to great perfection at Mun 
ich. The the effects of light and shad' 
ow, the mixing of colors is as successful 
ly acquired as in ancient times.

much of the notorious increase of insan- 
ity in Germany is attributable to the ex- 
cewue Hinnutit of work imposed upon 
the pupil* in thx national schools/ 


In order to acquit, himself in any way 


creditably, a pupil must, it it calculated, 
in addition to attending punctually and 
wnrking diligently during school hours, 
work at home at least two hours daily 
when in the lower clnttcs, three hourt 
when in the middle, and four or five 
when in the upper clawes.
